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1. As of 1) June forces of the Democratic Republic of Vietnan (DRV) totaled 
150,000 men, including guerrillas and armed civilians. From mid-May to 
mid-Jime, DRV forces in Northern Indochina have been suffering from food 
shortages and malaria and other diseases. Because of the lack of medical 
care and medicimaa, the death rate has been high. During a week in June , 
over 2,500 piculs of rice were shipped to Northern Indochina from Naming. 
Five hundred boxes of medicine have also been sent to Northern Indochina. 


22 In carly June 6,000 DRV troops in 10 battalions were in the garrison area 
of the Communist 13 Armor at Ktaivuan (103-1b. 23-2), Mengtsu (103-23, 23-20), 
and P.tingpion (103-h0;: 22e5)-.‘The Yunnan Military District Command has 
been training and equipping these troops. Among the 10 battalions are tro 
60 ma gun and two rocket gun battalions. After training, these troops will be 
distributed to infantry mits for actual fighting. |

he In carly dume a Communist mechanized regiment, equipped with 2h light tanks 
and 16 armored cars, arrived at Ningming (107-07, 22-09). A maintenance 
factory of the regiment is at K'ueit'anghsiang ( ve ap )s Ningming area, 
and a repair shop is in the woods near the district administrative office.
